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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  twelve  months,  we  have 
again  to  recognize  the  Gospel  truth,  “  If  ye  have  faith  as  a 
grain  of  mustard  seed,”  ye  can  remove  mountains. 

The  difficulty  of  training  boys  to  the  age  of  maturity,  is 
acknowledged  by  every  family  experience.  The  responsibili¬ 
ties  of  this  Institution  have  in  this  respect  grown  greater,  and 
yet,  with  God’s  blessing,  we  close  this  year  more  than  ever 
encouraged  with  the  work  He  has  committed  to  us. 

Since  our  last  report,  eighty-four  boys  have  been  placed  at 
various  trades  and  occupations ;  thirty-one  have  left  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  eight  to  return  to  their  mothers,  four  transferred  to 
country  schools,  seventeen  discharged  on  order  and  on  age, 
two  have  been  called  to  a  better  home  from  a  life  of  suffering, 
for  both  were  always  delicate  children  :  one,  George  B.  Wilson, 
although  he  died  away  from  the  Institution  of  a  contagious 
disease,  was  subject  to  convulsions  from  his  birth;  the  other, 
John  P.  Leslie,  the  orphan  of  a  New  Jersey  soldier,  and  there¬ 
fore  not  a  ward  of  this  State,  was  left  motherless  as  well  as 
fatherless  at  the  early  age  of  nine  years.  He  was  placed  in  a 
factory,  where  his  young  strength  was  so  severely  taxed  that 
it  brought  on  enlargement  of  the  heart.  The  year  he  was 
with  us  was  one  of  intense  happiness  to  him :  he  constantly 
i  recognized  this  by  his  daily  cheerful  and  hearty  greeting  to 
(the  Managers.  Almost  his  last  words  to  his  aunt  were,  “I 
have  wanted  for  nothing  here.”  Many  of  the  Councillors 
ijand  Managers  attended  his  funeral.  He  was  buried  in  the 
lot  at  Woodlands  belonging  to  the  Institution,  where  a  suit- 
ible  headstone  has  been  placed  over  him  through  the  liberality 
I  of  Mr.  Ed.  Greble.  There  are  now  one  hundred  and  twenty 
(<jooys  in  the  Institution. 
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The  night-school,  consisting  of  the  working-boys,  has  been 
given  up  entirely  to  the  care  and  government  of  the  Coun¬ 
cillors. 

The  day-school,  numbering  fifty-nine  pupils,  is  still  under 
the  efficient  charge  of  Mr.  Wm.  McDonald.  Last  July  the 
boys  passed  a  most  excellent  examination  upon  their  studies, 
the  grade  of  which  is  as  high  as  that  in  any  school  where 
there  are  boys  of  the  same  age ;  thus'  reflecting  great  credit 
upon  their  teachers. 

At  present  there  is  not  a  sick  child  in  the  Institution,  with 
the  exception  of  Thomas  Gordon,  whose  general  health  is 
excellent,  although  his  limbs  do  not  seem  to  improve. 

Through  the  liberality  of  our  friends,  we  have  been  able 
to  make  the  additions  we  so  much  needed  to  our  building. 
The  laundry,  drying,  reading,  sewing  rooms,  &c.,  are  com¬ 
pleted,  and  we  feel  that  we  now  have  all  that  is  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  requirements  of  our  system.  We  are  gratified 
to  be  able  to  record  the  fact,  that  the  much  needed  nursery 
for  our  smaller  pupils  and  a  Home  for  all  time  for  orphan  and 
destitute  boys,  has  been  most  auspiciously  commenced  under 
the  corporate  title  of  “  The  Educational  Home  for  Boys.” 
Its  charter  provides  that  the  officers  of  this  Institution  shall 
always  be  ex-officio  members :  thus  legally  binding  them  to¬ 
gether.  Through  the  generosity  of  a  gentleman  and  lady  of 
this  city,  a  square  of  ground  on  49th  street,  between  Green¬ 
way  and  Kingsessing  avenues,  has  been  presented  to  this  new 
Institution.  The  plan  of  a  most  complete  building,  capable' 
of  accommodating  one  hundred  and  fifty  boys,  is  now  in  the! 
.course  of  preparation.  Its  cost  will  not  exceed  forty  thousand 
.dollars  ($40,000).  An  appeal  is  to  be  made  for  funds  for  its 
erection,  and  we  doubt  not  it  will  meet  with  a  liberal  response.j 
The  success  of  this,  the  parent  Institution,  is  a  guaranty  foi  ' 
its  future,  and  we  trust  before  two  years  elapse,  we  shall  set 
this  system  for  the  industrial  education  of  the  destitute  cliil  s 
dren  of  our  -city,  brought  to  a  state  of  perfection,  which  it  has 
failed  heretofore  to  attain  in  our  or  any  other  country. 

The  world  is  full  of  romantic  plans  of  charity ;  we  aim  at  ; 
the  practical,  the  training  of  the  poor  boy  to  help  himself,  and  j? 
to  avoid  being  a  burden  upon  any  one.  We  record  with  much 
thankfulness  the  fact  that  ten  of  our  pupils  were  confirmed  at 
the  Church  of  the  Epiphany  in  May  last,  and  that  our  little 
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invalid  Tommy  received  private  confirmation  shortly  after¬ 
wards. 

The  difficulty  in  most  large  Institutions  for  children,  is  the 
impossibility  of  the  Managers  exerting  a  personal  influence. 
To  meet  this  want  we  have  adopted  the  plan  of  placing  four 
children  under  the  immediate  charge  of  each  Manager,  who 
takes  special  interest  in  them,  and  in  case  of  misbehavior  or 
sickness,  they  are  her  especial  care.  The  character  of  each 
boy  is  thus  developed  with  the  knowledge  of,  and  by  the  sym¬ 
pathy  and  influence  of  some  one  of  the  ladies. 

On  Decoration  Day  the  boys,  and  also  the  Managers  and 
Councillors,  were  handsomely  entertained  by  one  of  our  Coun¬ 
cillors,  Mr.  IT.  C.  Townsend,  at  his  residence  in  West  Phila¬ 
delphia. 


Thanksgiving  Day  was  a  brilliant  one  for  the  boys.  Com¬ 
pany  D,  1st  Regiment  National  Guards,  Pennsylvania,  paid  a 
handsome  tribute  of  respect  to  their  dead  comrades,  by  their 
generous  attention  to  their  orphans.  Meeting  the  boys  at 
St.  Peter’s  Church  after  service,  they  escorted  them  on  a  short 
parade  and  then  adjourned  to  their  armory,  where  a  sumptuous 
dinner  was  provided.  Surely  no  greater  thank  offering  could 
be  made,  than  this  recognition  of  their  interest  in  these  orphan 
boys.  It  was  a  day  of  grateful  pleasure,  to  both  Managers, 
Councillors,  and  we  may  add  entertainers. 

To  the  generosity  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Brock,  we  are  once  more 
indebted  for  ninety-five  tons  of  coal.  To  some  of  the  Board 
of  Council  for  a  pleasant  Fourth  of  July  excursion  to  Media, 
where  through  the  kind  hospitality  of  Mrs.  Plockley,  of  the 
Grove  House,  the  boys  partook  of  a  handsome  entertainment. 

Among  our  valued  donations  of  the  past  year,  was  a  gift  of 
china  of  from  two  to  three  hundred  pieces,  sent  through  Mr. 
A.  J.  Drexel,  from  the  committee  on  the  reception  of  the 
Grand  Duke  Alexis.  It  is  gratifying  to  receive  such  sub¬ 
stantial  tokens  of  remembrance. 

We  cannot  omit  noticing  the  entertainment  given  by  one 
of  the  Councillors  to  the  working-boys  on  the  27th  of  De¬ 
cember,  to  which  a  few  of  the  Councillors  and  Managers  were 
invited.  Our  accommodations  were  too  limited  for  the  invita¬ 
tion  to  have  included  all.  The  boys  added  greatly  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  evening  by  recitation  and  music.  The  enter¬ 
tainment  was  enjoyed  by  all,  and  was  enlivened  by  much 
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good  humor  and  by  witty  speeches.  The  Councillors  and 
Managers  occupied  the  middle  table,  the  boys  were  seated  at 
the  two  side  tables,  and  presented  a  sight  never  perhaps 
before  witnessed  in  a  public  institution,  and  proving  that  our 
work  to  us  is  one  of  love  and  pleasure  as  well  as  duty. 

We  acknowledge  with  much  gratitude  and  pleasure  the  very 
handsome  gift  of  six  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  in  ground 
rents,  with  four  hundred  and  eight  dollars  of  accrued  interest, 
amounting  in  all  to  seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  eight  dollars, 
from  Mr.  I.  V.  Williamson  •  this,  with  three  thousand  dollars 
previously  given  by  him,  makes  his  entire  contribution  to  our 
Institution  ten  thousand  three  hundred  and  eight  dollars,  given 
and  received  with  the  understanding  that  the  principal  is  to 
remain  untouched,  and  the  interest  appropriated  to  the  founding 
of  four  scholarships,  to  be  called  the  “  I.  V.  Williamson,”  the 
“Bishop  M.  A.  De  W.  Howe,”  “Mary  A.  Williamson,”  and 
“Mary  McHenry”  Scholarships.  We  may  confidently  hope 
that  many  a  boy  who  will  be  benefitted  by  this  endowment  may 
grow  up  and  by  his  example  and  influence  bless  him  who  so 
generously  provided  for  his  education  and  training. 

When  the  news  of  the  great  calamity  that  desolated  our 
sister  city  of  Chicago  reached  us,  we  determined  as  a  board 
to  do  all  we  could  to  relieve  the  sufferers.  A  public  notice 
and  appeal  were  made,  and  generously  and  promptly  responded 
to.  We  were  able  to  despatch  thirteen  boxes,  one  bale  and 
one  trunk  of  clothing,  &c.  In  most  cases,  grateful  acknow¬ 
ledgments  were  made,  with  the  assurance  that  they  were 
judiciously  distributed. 

We  cannot  close  this  year’s  report  without  expressing  our 
sincere  regret  at  losing  as  ex-officio  member  of  our  Board  of 
Council,  the  late  Hector  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  now  the  Bight 
Itev.  M.  A.  De  Wolfe  Howe,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Central  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  Although  fearful  that  an  Institution  containing 
one  hundred  and  twenty  boys  established  opposite  his  dwell¬ 
ing,  might  be  an  inconvenience  and  perhaps  a  nuisance ;  yet 
looking  only  to  the  Christian  patriotism  which  actuated  the 
founders  of  this  work,  he  unselfishly  gave  it  his  support,  his 
influence  and  his  counsel.  While  sincerely  congratulating 
the  new  diocese  upon  the  wisdom  shown  by  electing  him,  and 
wishing  him  a  long  and  prosperous  life  in  the  new  duties  to 
which  Providence  has  called  him,  we  cannot  refrain  from 
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expressing  our  sense  of  the  loss  we  sustain  in  his  removal. 
He  has  ever  been  to  us  a  wise,  just  and  able  Councillor. 

To  our  Board  of  Physicians  we  owe  continued  thanks, 
especially  to  our  Surgeon,  Dr.  Harrison  Allen,  whose  constant 
and  unwearied  attention  during  the  past  twelve  months  de¬ 
serves  our  especial  gratitude.  We  also  cordially  recognize 
our  appreciation  of  the  faithful  services  of  our  superintendent, 
who  is  animated  with  the  spirit  of  love  which  pervades  all 
connected  with  the  Institution  in  the  performance  of  their 
several  duties. 

All  our  officers,  matrons,  teachers  and  nurse,  deserve  our 
commendation  for  the  unselfishness  which  characterizes  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  and  last,  though  by  no  means  least, 
to  those  members  of  our  Board  of  Council  who  have  taken  the 
responsibility  and  labor  of  training  the  older  boys  from  us ; 
and  who  have  been  ever  ready  to  aid  us,  when  asked,  with 
their  counsel,  their  work  and  their  money.  We  here  desire 
publicly  to  express  our  valuation  of  their  co-operation,  and 
the  strength  they  have  given  to  the  work  of  the  Institution 
by  their  active  interest  in  its  behalf. 

We  commence  another  year  with  a  solemn  dedication  of 
ourselves  and  our  work  to  God,  with  gratitude  for  the  past 
and  undoubted  trust  for  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  COUNCIL. 


It  is  with,  exceeding  gratification  that  the  Board  of 
Council  are  enabled  to  report  to  the  members  of  the  corpo¬ 
ration  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  Institution  during  the 
year  just  closed.  The  almost  daily  visits  of  some  of  their 
number,  enable  them  to  bear  witness  to  the  cleanliness  of  the 
building  and  its  inmates,  the  excellent  sanitary  condition  of 
the  boys,  and  the  wholesome  moral  influence  which  pervades 
the  establishment.  They  feel  it  not  more  than  justice  to  give 
the  credit  for  these  results,  under  Providence,  to  the  careful 
supervision  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
the  fidelity  of  the  employees  whom  they  have  selected.  The 
task  of  superintending  the  domestic  affairs  of  a  household 
numbering  nearly  150  inmates,  is  one  that  requires  constant 
and  arduous  attention  •  and  it  is  no  stinted  praise  which  is 
due  to  the  ladies,  who  devote  so  large  a  portion  of  their  time 
to  its  successful  management. 

In  September  of  the  present  year,  the  Board  of  Managers 
adopted  resolutions  transferring  the  entire  control  of  the  night- 
school  to  the  Consulting  Committee  on  Education.  This 
school  is  composed  entirely  of  the  working-boys,  and  the 
objects  which  induced  this  action,  were  the  impossibility  of 
the  attendance  of  the  ladies  after  night-fall,  and  a  wish  that 
the  influence  of  the  gentlemen  should  be  more  directly  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  older  boys.  The  Committee  have  had  charge 
for  the  past  three  months,  and  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  record 
a  most  satisfactory  progress  in  both  the  studies  and  the  disci¬ 
pline  of  the  school.  It  is  deemed  desirable  to  adopt  a  course 
of  study,  such  as  will  make  all  that  is  taught  in  school,  of 
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practical  advantage  to  the  boys  in  their  daily  business. 
Everything  that  is  merely  ornamental  is  therefore  omitted, 
and  the  entire  time  given  up  to  the  elements  of  a  good  Eng¬ 
lish  education.  The  interest  shown,  and  progress  thus  far 
made,  give  great  encouragement  for  the  future,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  hope  to  be  able  to  introduce  the  simpler  forms  of  book¬ 
keeping,  and  such  other  practical .  studies  as  will  be  found  of 
daily  service  later  in  life.  In  order  to  promote  a  healthful 
competition,  they  have  offered  a  series  of  prizes  and  rewards. 
Although  but  recently  adopted,  the  effects  thus  far  have  been 
most  salutary,  and  the  Committee  propose,  should  their  expec¬ 
tations  be  realized,  to  continue  the  plan  in  the  future.  Much 
credit  is  due  for  the  excellent  condition  of  the  school,  to  Mr. 
McMichael,  its  teacher,  and  to  his  assistant,  Miss  Stuart,  both 
of  whom  are  most  faithful,  to  the  task,  as  well  as  eminently 
fitted  for  its  successful  performance. 

The  history  of  the  past  year,  however,  comprises  other 
events  than  a  record  merely  of  study  and  discipline, — a 
number  of  pleasant  recreations  have  been  extended  to  the 
boys,  as  referred  to  in  the  Managers’  Report;  also,  in 
the  early  part  of  August,  through  the  exertions  of  two  of 
the  Councillors,  a  fund  was  raised,  which  enabled  26  of  the 
working-boys  to  spend  10  days  in  the  country,  at  Carversville, 
Bucks  Co.,  Pa.,  thus  invigorating  them  for  their  work  in  the 
winter.  The  good  effects  of  this  form  of  practical  kindness, 
both  physically  and  morally,  leads  the  Board  to  hope  that  a 
like  excursion  may  be  possible  in  the  future.  On  Thanks¬ 
giving  Bay,  with  bountiful  hospitality,  u  Co.  B,  First  Regi¬ 
ment,  National  Guards,”  extended  to  all  the  boys,  at  their 
armory,  a  Thanksgiving  dinner,  and  presented  the  Battalion 
with  an  exceedingly  elegant  stand  of  colors.  Appropriate 
speeches  were  made  by  gentlemen  present,  and  by  several  of 
the  boys.  The  Board  would  record  their  hearty  appreciation 
of  the  liberality  and  kindness  of  the  company,  in  thus  recog¬ 
nizing  the  battalion,  and  extending  to  orphans  of  comrades 
the  fraternal  hospitality  so  peculiarly  the  quality  of  the 
soldier.  The  Christmas  festivities  scattered  gifts  through 
the  household,  and  were  attended  largely  by  the  friends  of 
the  Institution. 

A  liberal  proposition  having  been  made  to  the  Institution 
by  Maj  or  E.  N.  Benson,  in  reference  to  the  organization  of  a 
Brum  Corps  of  some  of  the  boys,  to  be  used  on  certain  mili- 
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tary  occasions,  tlie  offer  has  been  accepted,  and  the  boys  arc 
now  undergoing  the  necessary  training.  The  promise  made 
by  their  present  progress  is  such,  that  it  is  reasonably  hoped 
that  the  “  Lincoln  Drum  Corps”  will  not  be  excelled  by  any 
in  the  country. 

During  the  year,  the  Institution  has  been  steadily  growing 
in  popular  favor,  and  has  been  visited  by  a  large  number  of 
distinguished  strangers,  among  whom  was  the  Yery  Dev. 
Dean  Howson,  and  a  number  of  other  prominent  foreigners, 
all  of  whom  expressed  themselves  much  pleased  at  the  prac¬ 
tical  nature  of  its  usefulness. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  an  Institution  much  needed 
in  the  sphere  of  our  future  progress,  has  been  founded. 
u  The  nursery  for  the  Lincoln,”  referred  to  in  a  previous 
report  of  this  Board,  has  been  chartered  under  the  title  of  “  The 
Educational  Home  for  Boys.”  By  its  charter,  the  officers 
of  the  Boards  of  the  Lincoln  are  made  ex-officio  members  of 
the  Boards  of  the  Home,  and  the  legal  identity  of  the  two 
Institutions  secured.  The  auspicious  prospects  of  the  Home 
lead  to  the  hope  that  before  another  year  rolls  around  that  the 
nursery  will  be  in  practical  operation.  The  removal  of  the 
smaller  boys  will  enable  the  Board  to  modify  the  rules  of  the 
Lincoln,  so  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  older  boys,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  by  a  judicious  system  of  moral  restraint,  with  the 
personal  liberty  so  craved  for  by  a  boy  of  over  16,  we  can 
retain  the  boys  until  they  have  passed  the  critical  period 
of  youth,  and  their  character  been  matured  for  a  useful 
manhood. 

The  Board  deem  it  a  matter  of  greatest  moment,  that  as 
many  as  possible  of  the  boys  should  learn  a  mechanical  trade. 
Indeed,  the  policy  of  the  Institution  is  but  a  carrying  out  of 
the  grand  old  law  of  Pennsylvania  promulgated  at  the  very 
foundation  of  this  colony  in  1682,  which  provides  “  that  all 
children  within  the  province  of  the  age  of  twelve  years,  shall 
be  taught  some  useful  trade  or  skill,  to  the  end  that  none  may 
be  idle,  but  the  poor  may  work  to  live,  and  the  rich  if  they 
become  poor,  may  not  want.”  The  Board  of  Managers  have 
appropriately  adopted  this  early  statute  as  the  motto  of  the 
Institution ;  their  attention  having  been  called  to  it  through 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  Geo.  L.  Harrison,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities.  As  soon,  therefore,  as  a  boy 
reaches  sufficient  age  to  bear  the  necessary  toil  of  a  trade,  it 
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is  the  object  of  the  Institution  to  secure  him  a  situation  where 
he  can  learn  it  with  the  skill  necessary  to  future  success. 
The  object  is  kept  steadily  in  view,  and  the  approach  of  so 
many  of  the  boys  to  a  suitable  age,  causes  constant  watchful¬ 
ness  in  securing  them  situations.  This  watchfulness,  we  are 
glad  to  say,  is  crowned  with  general  success,  and  were  it  not 
for  the  pernicious  and  mistaken  policy  of  the  Trades  Unions 
which  exclude  American  boys  from  being  apprenticed,  there 
would  be  no  difficulty  in  the  task.  The  reports  received  from, 
the  employers  of  the  working-boys,  are  all  of  them  most 
satisfactory. 

The  statistics  of  the  Institution  show  that  there  have  been 
188  boys  received  by  it  since  its  formation,  of  whom  120  are, 
at  present,  with  it.  Of  the  remaining  68,  five  have  died,  two 
have  been  transferred  to  country  schools  by  order  of  the  State 
Superintendent,  and  the  balance  have  been  returned  to  their 
mothers,  they  all  being  over  16,  and  in  a  position  where  they 
are  enabled  not  only  to  earn  enough  for  their  own  support, 
but  also  to  contribute  to  that  of  their  mothers’.  No  stronger 
argument  in  favor  of  the  system  of  the  Institution  can  be-' 
produced,  than  the  simple  recital  of  the  fact.  Of  those  now 
in  the  Institution,  62  are  working-boys;  the  remaining  59  are 
too  small  yet  to  be  placed  in  situations.  The  total  number  of 
boys  at  work  during  the  year,  is  84.  To  the  efficient  Super* 
intendent,  Mr.  W.  IT.  Billings,  the  Board  extend  the  highest 
praise,  for  his  personal  interest  in  its  work,  as  well  as  for 
its  successful  management.  To  his  assistant  Mr.  McDon¬ 
ald,  together  with  that  of  the  Matron,  Nurse  and  all  tho 
employees,  they  desire  to  convey  the  satisfaction  felt  at  their 
fidelity  and  efficiency. 

With  a  reliance  on  the  continuance  of  the  Divine  Blessing, 
we  venture  to  prophesy  for  the  Institution  a  yet  more  extended 
field  of  practical  good  in  the  future,  and  a  yet  further  exten¬ 
sion  Gf  the  benefits  of  a  home,  an  education,  and  a  means  of 
livelihood  to  many  of  those  who  without  its  aid  would  have, 
none  of  the  blessings  now  vouchsafed  to  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PHYSICIANS 

FOR  1871. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers,  Lincoln  Institution  : — 

Ladies  : — During  the  past  year,  as  shown  from  time  to 
time,  in  our  quarterly  reports  upon  the  subject,  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Soldiers’  Orphans,  the  general  health  of  the 
Institute  has  been  in  the  highest  degree  satisfactory.  The 
only  noticeable  affections  have  been  those  incident  to  all 
children.  Even  these  have  been  few,  and  not  of  a  character 
in  a  single  instance,  to  cause  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the 
attending  physician. 

The  prevalence  in  the  community  of  variola,  in  common 
with  the  rest  of  the  country,  and  the  large  number  of  inmates 
restricted  to  the  use  of  a  single  building,  has  naturally  led,  on 
the  part  of  all  interested  in  their  welfare,  to  no  little  solicitude. 
Upon  the  appearance  of  the  disease  as  an  epidemic  in  the  city, 
the  entire  household  was  immediately  vaccinated.  Before 
immunity  was  secured,  the  disease  was  contracted  by  George 
B.  Wilson.  He  was  at  once  removed  by  his  mother  to  the 
Municipal  Hospital,  where,  in  less  than  three  days,  he  died. 
Owing  to  the  restrictions  placed  upon  the  visits  of  the  boys  to 
their  homes,  and  other  efforts  made  in  every  direction  to  limit 
unnecessary  contact  with  possible  sources  of  infection,  we  are 
happy  to  say  that  no  other  case  has  occurred. 

We  have  also  to  notice  the  death  of  John  P.  Leslie,  who 
was  admitted  with  disease  of  the  heart,  with  the  hope  that 
the  rapidity  of  the  disease  would,  in  some  degree,  be  re¬ 
tarded. 

We  desire  favorably  to  notice  the  attention  given  to  the 
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sick,  by  all  of  tlie  attendants  of  tlie  sick  room,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  by  Mrs.  Devor,  wbo  bas  the  immediate  charge  of  the 
inmates.  Tbe  care  and  prudence  shown  by  her,  in  executing 
the  directions  of  tbe  physicians,  have  materially  assisted  in 
restoring  to  health  the  sick  under  her  charge.

MINUTES 


OF  THE 

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  CONTRIBUTORS, 

Held  January  18,  1872. 

Published  in  Report  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Council. 


The  Rt.  Rev.  M.  A.  D.  W.  Howe,  D.D.,  presided,  and 
Lewis  Wain  Smith  acted  as  Secretary.  Before  the  meeting 
organized,  a  handsome  basket  of  flowers  was  received  anony¬ 
mously  and  placed  on  the  table,  accompanied  by  a  card  on 
which  was  written  these  words :  For  Miss  Mary  McHenry, 
“  The  loving  care  of  the  orphan  is  as  grateful  as  the  perfume 
of  flowers.”  The  meeting  was  opened  by  the  President  by 
reading  a  portion  of  Scripture  and  prayer.  The  reports  of  the 
Councillors,  Managers,  Treasurers  and  Physicians  were  read, 
accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  printed.  Mr.  J.  Gr.  Rosengarten 
was  requested  by  Bishop  Howe  to  say  a  few  words,  which  he 
did,  giving  an  interesting  account  of  the  work  of  the  Soldiers’ 
Orphans  throughout  the  State,  and  showing  that  the  result  of 
the  work  in  this  Institution,  compared  most  favorably  with  that 
of  other  similar  Homes.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  speech,  Mr. 
Billings,  the  Superintendent,  entered  the  room  and  placed  upon 
the  table  a  large  box,  containing  a  very  handsome  tea  set  of  solid 
silver,  consisting  of  tea  pot,  cream  jug,  sugar  bowl  and  waiter. 
On  the  last  piece  were  engraved  these  words  :  “  To  Miss  Mary 
McHenry,  with  the  affectionate  regards  of  the  Managers  and 
Councillors  of  the  Lincoln  Institution,  as  a  testimonial  of 
their  appreciation  of  her  valuable  services.”  In  the  centre 
of  each  piece  was  her  monogram,  and  on  the  reverse  side  of 
the  waiter  “January  18, 1872;”  there  was  also  a  handsome  pair 
of  sugar  tongs  to  match,  the  especial  gift  of  the  Superinten- 
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dent,  Mr.  Billings.  As  soon  as  the  box  was  placed  on  the 
table,  General  Meade,  turning  to  Miss  McHenry,  said  : 

“  Miss  McHenry,  the  Lady  Managers  and  Gentlemen  Coun¬ 
cillors,  have  united  in  procuring  this  service  of  silver,  and 
Mr.  Billings,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution,  has 
added  a  pair  of  sugar  tongs.  I  have  been  honored  with  the 
agreeable  duty  of  presenting  them  to  you,  as  an  expression  of 
their  deep  sense  of  your  services  to  this  Institution. 

u  Your  care  of  and  devotion  to  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers 
during  the  war — the  energy  you  displayed  in  organizing  read¬ 
ing-rooms  and  supplying  other  useful  means  of  moral  amuse¬ 
ment  to  the  convalescent  in  the  hospital,  are  well  known  to 
all ;  but  it  is  especially  your  connection  with  the  Lincoln  In¬ 
stitution  from  its  organization  to  this  date  which  renders  so 
appropriate  this  testimonial,  for  in  my  judgment  to  you  and 
to  you  alone  is  due  its  creation  and  present  successful  condition. 
In  its  organization  and  management  you  have  displayed  an 
executive  ability  rarely  seen  in  a  woman,  and  I  may  say, 
seldom  found  among  men.  In  making  this  statement  I  do 
not  underate  the  value  of  the  co-operative  aid  and  influence 
which  have  assisted  you.  I  am  well  aware  of  the  noble  liber¬ 
ality  of  our  State  in  providing  for  Soldiers’  Orphans.  I  know 
also  of  the  generous  contributions  of  the  loyal  and  patriotic 
citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  I  acknowledge  the  active  interest 
and  services  of  the  Managers  and  Councillors  who  have  aided 
you,  but  I  maintain  that  great  and  successful  as  are  these  aids, 
but  for  your  personal  agency  in  selecting  them  and  blending 
them  into  harmonious  combination,  we  should  not  to-day  be 
rejoicing  over  the  success  of  our  efforts  in  providing  for  the 
Soldier  Orphans,  and  what  is  of  equal  importance,  establish¬ 
ing  an  educational  home  for  the  laboring  boys  of  this  city. 

“  To  your  clear  head  is  due  the  fact  that  the  liberality  of 
the  State  was  taken  advantage  of  for  the  Institution,  not  only 
in  securing  the  benefit  of  general  legislation,  but  in  suggesting 
and  securing  special  legislation.  To  your  well  known  charac¬ 
ter  for  integrity  and  benevolence  is  due  the  prompt  and  liberal 
response  of  the  patriotic  to  your  calls  for  material  aid.  To 
your  judgment  and  discrimination  is  due  the  ready  rendition 
of  the  services  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  connected  with 
you;  in  fact,  your  administrative  ability  and  sound  judgment 
and  intense  devotion  to  the  cause,  planned,  created  and  sue- 
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cessfully  established  the  Institution,  and  it  is  due  to  you  that 
I  should  state  of  my  personal  knowledge,  that  from  the  first, 
more  than  six  years  past,  your  sagacity  foresaw  not  only  the  ne¬ 
cessity,  but  the  practicability  of  creating  “  The  Educational 
Home.” 

“  Pardon,  I  pray  you,  the  personal  character  of  these  remarks, 
which  I  know  your  characteristic  modesty  would  urge  me  to 
forbear,  but  they  are  pertinent  to  this  occasion,  they  are  due 
to  you  as  a  matter  of  truth,  they  are  due  to  the  donors  of  these 
gifts,  as  evidence  of  the  eminent  propriety  in  making  them. 
Receive  then  these  articles,  and  value  them  not  for  their  in¬ 
trinsic  worth,  but  as  representing  the  warm  esteem  and  love 
of  those  who  present  them,  and  be  assured  they  are  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  earnest  prayers,  that  He  who  has  heretofore 
guided  and  inspired  you,  will  in  future  protect  and  bless  you, 
and  permit  you  to  live  many  years  to  continue  the  sacred  work 
you  have  to  this  moment  so  successfully  accomplished.” 

Miss  McHenry  was  unable  from  surprise  and  emotion  to 
make  any  reply,  but  turning  to  Bishop  Howe  she  said,  “  I 
must  ask  my  faithful  friend  Bishop  Howe  to  speak  for  me, 
as  I  cannot.”  The  Bishop  arose  and  said : 

“  This  is  equally  a  surprise  to  me.  I  can  only  say,  that 
while  the  service  is  to  our  eyes  silver,  to  Miss  McHenry  it  is 
more  than  gold,  for  it  conveys  to  her,  the  high  respect  in 
which  she  is  held  by  all,  and  she  will  ever  hold  in  grateful 
remembrance  those  through  whose  kindness  she  is  thus  made 
the  recipient  of  so  beautiful  a  service.” 

After  which  the  meeting,  on  motion,  adjourned.
